The alr was full of gossip about the 
amounts of money and every other man had 
heard something tending to support the ru- 
mors. 

„An observer need only to have kept his 
eyes and eats open to determine that some- 
thing was going on under the surface. The 
rumors pretty well fixed the men said to be 
handling the deal, and it was plain that these 
men were engaged in a business that would 
not bear the light of day. There was a 
long succession of secret conferences of men 
in pairs; there were whisperings in corners 
and corridors; occasionally a remark would 
be dropped that confirmed the prevalent re- 
ports.

Suspicious of Democrats’ Action.

State’s Attorney Is Ready. 

“This office is ready right now for the 
grand jury, said State's Attorney Wayman 
after a busy day and a series of conferences 
in widely separated sections of the city. 
Following one of these conferences in his 
private office in the Criminal court bullding 
the county prosecutor showed his elation at 
his success in the collating of evidence. 

In the day’s conferences and interviews the 
prosecutor met a number of persons who are 
supposed to know much of the methods of 
handling legislation in Springfield, and some 
of these are expected to be witnesses before 
the grand jury. However, Mr. Wayman re- 
fused to divulge the names of witnesses other 
than White. 

Mr. Wayman will take personal charge of 
the grand jury investigation and, with his 
assistant, Victor P. Arnold, will question the 
witnesses. It is expected that a number of 
persons will be called into the state's at- 
torney'’s office following the recital of White. 
Assistant State's Attorneys Thomas Mar- 
shall and William E. Lundgren also will 
assist their chief in the preparation of evi- 
dence to be placed before the special panel. 


Plenty of Assistance Available. 

During the coming week the entire force 
of detectives in the state’s attorney’s office 
will be available for service in connection 
with the special grand jury work and every 
effort will be made to get early action and 
definite results upon the charges made by 
White. 
. Mr. Wayman, in declining to make further 
statements concerning the bribery investi- 
gation, said the time for talking was past and 
that the period of action had arrived.

“Wor Senator Lorimer’s benefit—since this

I will state that my original statement of 
this case had been read and approved by 
friends prior to Luke's death, and has not 
been altered one jot since that time. If 
necessary, this assertion will be verified in 
due time and will refute the appeal to the 
grave evasion of Mr. Lorimer. 


Three Meetings with Lorimer. 

„He is in error also as to my having spoken 
to him about his election. I did not do so, 
and have met him but three timea, I think. 
The firet occasion was early In the session, 
at which he was elected senator, when we 
were introduced. As he himself says he was 
not a candidate until a few days before hie 
election, what casual conversation we had 
could not have been about his senatorial 
chances. 

“The second meeting was in the speaker's 
room after Mr. Lorimer’s election, when for- 
mer Representative W. E. Trautmann of 
East St. Louis, now district attorney, pre- 
sented me to him as the young man from 
St. Chair county who had voted for him. The 
remarks were certainly of a perfunctory na- 
ture, as there was a large crowd in. the 
room congratulating him.

After the 
steamer had been under way for some time 
some of us began to indulge in drink again, 
and on our way to Chicago that night some 
of us remained up nearly all night drinking. 
On these trips to Michigan and during the 


time I was with Browne in Chicago I had an 


opportunity to make a study of his habits and 
disposition more closely. 

Browne is what may truthfully be de- 
scribed as an extravagant spender of money. 
He is what might be called a spendthrift of 
the {ype that desires to be noticed. He de- 
sires to have his money do what it can pos- 
sibly do to give him prestige and dictative 
power or influence everywhere he goes. 

Browne in the Limelight. 

Browne wants to do all—and make a show 
with his money. He wants other people to 
recognize him as the dictator, or boss, where- 
ever he may be. He is possessed of a sensi- 
tive feeling and disposition. It does not 
prove pleasant when in his company to.in 
any manner tread upon his sensitive ene 
by refusing to do his bidding. 

I have heard him call policemen down 
in such a manner as to make a person trem- 
ble with fear. 

I feel confident in saying that Browne did 
not spend less than $1,000 on the trips we 
made across Lake Michigan and at the Mich- 
igan resorts during the week I was with him. 

I spent about all of the money I had, and 
began to feel that I would be compelled to go 
to work in order to pay expenses. It was not 
long after the pleasure trips until I found 
what little money I had left was gone, and 
I wrete Browne a letter asking him to accom- 
modate me with a loan. He mailed me a 
draft for 880, and with the draft inclosed a 
letter giving me somewhat of a lecture for 
being extravagant. 

It did not take me long to spend the $50, and 


I wrote him a letter requesting another loan. 


He mailed me another draft for $5u and gave 
me another lecture for being extravagant. 
He also informed me he could not raise any 
more money. 

Applies to Browne for a Job. 

A little later I requested Browne in a letter 
to secure me a position. if possible, Shortly 
afterwards I received a letter, also a tele- 
gram, from him, directing me to go to Chi- 
cago and call on Mr. Charles Ward, Senator 
William Lorimers secretary, stating he 
would have me placed, through a Mr. James 
L. Monaghan [Lorimer’s right band man], 
in a temporary position in Chicago. 

Browne continued in the letter with refer- 
ence to Mr. Monaghan by saying: 

“Hie owns one of the offices in 1 U 


‘County building.” 


Browne told me in the letter that the po- 
sition was a temporary job which would not 
pay but $75 a month, but continued by say- 
ing that as soon as Senator Lorimer reached 
Washington, D. C., in December he would 
be able to find me a better position. 

I went to Chicago and called on Mr. War 
at Senator Lorimer’s Chicago office. After 
telling who I was, he accompanied me to 
the County building and introduced me to 
Mr. Monaghan. 

Mr. Monaghan told me the position was a 
clerical position in the county clerk’s office. 
He called the county clerk's office over the 
phone, ‘put the county clerk was not in at 
the time and we remained in Mr. Monaghan's 
office for some thirty minutes or more. 

“Moxley’s Chances Discussed. 

Mr. Ward did not remain long, but while 
in Mr. Monaghan’s office he discussed to 
some extent the chances of Mr. William J, 
Moxley to be elected to congress from the 
Sixth congressional district. A special con- 
gressional election was to take place in the 
Sixth district to fill the vacancy cregted by 
the election of William Lorimer to the United 
States senate. 

Mr. Ward and Monaghan stated there was 
no chance for Mr. Moxley to be defeated. 
After Mr. Ward left I talked with Mr. Monag- 
han freely about political matters. 

Just before we left Mr. Monaghan's office 
to go to the county clerk’s office Mr. Monag- 


han requested me to tell any one that should 


ask me where I was from, or where I was 
living, that I was from the Thirty-fourth 
werd, Lorimer’s ward, or the Armour district. 
I replied by telling Mr. Monaghan that I 
would do as he requested. 

Monaghan Eager to Help. 

Mr. Ward had told Mr. Monaghan that I 
was one of the one hundred and eight,” 
meaning I was one of the members who had 
voted for Senator Lorimer. and Mr. Monag- 
han wes anxious to do what he could * 
favor me. 

We talked further about Mr. Moxley, who 
is a manufacturer of butterine, and, owing 
to the fact that the Roosevelt administration 
had instituted proceedings against him, he 
was being bitterly opposed.

At the time of sending the telegram i did 
not have but little money, and my friend, 
who was working in Chicago at the time, re- 
marked that 1 was using considerabie cour- 
age under the circumstances | was in. 


Finds Himself Out of Funds. 

l ‘had no credit in Chicago and did not know 
any one that I could get money from except 
my friend with me, but 1 told him 1 would 
raise a few dollars in some way. I had wired 
Browne to wire me $25 in care of the Briggs 
house, but Browne refused to answer my 
telegram. 

It shows how much men of the type of 
Browne care for a man after they get all 
of the services out of him they desire. A 
great many young men are thre victims of this 
character of shrewd robbers of honor and 
honesty. 

Il say this to post the young man who is 
successfully elected to offices of trust, so he 
may guard against the shrewdness of this 
character of men, who will buy you as if you 
were sO much machinery to help them coin 
money, and after they have got all of the 
services out of you they desire they discard 
you. They don't even want to Know you are 
alive, 

Browne Responds with Letter. 

The next morning 1 called at the Briggs 
hpuse and got this letter: 

‘Ottawa, III., Nov. 6, 1900.—The Hon. Charles A. 
. care of Briggs House, Chicago Friend 
ite: I just received your telegram informing me 
that you do not care to accept the $75 position which 
I have been at so much pains and trouble to secure 
for you in Chicago, and which you were 80 recently 
urging me to secure for you. To say that your tele- 


* gram is a surprise to me—a disagreeable surprise— 


puts the matter rather mildly. It may be possible 
that you think my treatment of you in the last two 
years deserves this kind of uppishness, if I may call 
it that, on your part. I hardly think so, 

However, let there be no misunderstanding be- 
tween us in this matter. If, as you gay in your 
telegram, you really do not want this place, I know 
of a good deserving young fellow here in my home 
country who would be tickled to death to get it. 
Of course, under the circumstances, I much prefer 
that you go ahead and take this place and o the 
best you can with it until a better place offers. In 
fact, I think it is the least you could do under the 
circumstances. 

All the same, there ig no law compelling you to 
take it, and if you really do not want it, please wire 
me to that effect as soon as you get this letter, and 
I wfll make other arrangements. Yours truly,

Tells of Big Boodle Fund. 

I did not answer this letter and decided I 
had better stop where I was with Browne. 

J only want to recall one more thing about 
Browne. While Browne and myself were 
crossing Lake Michigan several times during 
thé summer he told me that Gov. Deneen 
had vetoed one bill for which there was 
$35,000 offered to secure its passage. He 
also stated that the telephone bill, senate bill 
No. 387, was worth more than they had put 
up to secure its passage, saying: 

“ Well, they only put up $7,500 to se- 
cure its pasgage, and it was worth $100,- 
090 to pass that bill if it was worth a 

. I wasn’t worth the effort.” 

I did not get on the inside of all such 
details, or deals, owing to the fact that the 
house organizations on both sides had leaders 
and steering committees who really per- 
formed the work of the house. 

I could not say how much money was paid 
into the jackpot, but wae told by one of 
the old members that it was upwards of 
$300,000 outside of the senatorial deal, 


Does a Little Moralizing. 

Now I realize the hard proposition I am 
confronting when I take the position I am in

brains should attain to greater things than 
he had achieved. I suggested a business 
promotion to him as calculated to bring out 
all his abilities and make money for us both 
as well. 


Bank Stock Offer Follows. 

“This was an interurban electric line from 
St. Louis to Pittsburg. He never replied to 
the letter, but he undoubtedly has it in his 
possession. Some months later I received the 
letter from the Lorimer banking interests 
inviting me to purchase a block of reserved 
stoek. 

“T notice that Browne is quoted as say- 
ing I had an unsavory reputation,’ "’ contin- 
ued White. I would like to know his source 
of information and also more specific ac- 
cusations. Union labor men will testify to 
the earnest work I did for ‘their bills three 
years ago when I was a member of the labor 
lobby at Springfield. I was pushing some 
bills relating to the street railway men thai, 
I was chiefly interested in, but when they 
were killed I remained at Springfield and 
helped in other labor legislation. I fought for 
the employers’ liability bill and several 
measures designed to safeguard the ‘miners 
and give them improved conditions generally. 

During the session of 1907, when I lobbied, 
and that of 1909, when I was a member of the 
lower house, I stayed at the St. Nicholas 
hotel and paid my bills promptly and was 
not making constant touches as is charged. 
During the special session I ran shert and 
asked the clerk of the St. Nicholas to have 
my bill extended and for a loan of $10, to 
be charged, which he did with great willing- 
ness. I have not been in Springfield since, 
but will settle the bill, never fear. 

“There is one point that Senator Lorimer 
makes that I certainly can clear, said 
White after reading the statement, and 
that is his contemptuous query, ‘ What the 
matter is with White is beyond me.’ 

“There is no mystery connected with my 
actions, and it is not what is the matter with 
me that concerns the 6,000,000 inhabitants of 
Illinois. Rather the question that concerns 
not only Illinois but the entire nation Is: 
Shall the representative form of govern- 
ment endowed to the people of the United 
States some 135 yea@s ago remain intact, or

Lorimer and Browne Confer. 

Senator Lorimer and TFepresentative 
Browne, the two men most prominent in the 
confession of Representative White, met in 
secret conference in the afternoon at the 
office of the soon to be opened Lorimer banks 
in the Rookery building. ‘Thereafter the 
Soft pedal was applied, and explanations 
of the conference were not illuminating in 
spite of the public interest attaching to the 
circumstance. 

The subject of my talk with Mr. Browne, 
said the senator after the minority leader of 
the house had departed, “ was of a private 
nature, and I do not care to talk about it.“ 

Were you preparing your defense to the

“IT am not saying what I will do, and will 
not say until the time comes to act.“

“I have nothing to say on that point. I 
don't wish to talk on that matter just pet. 
The time for making a complete answer will 
come, and when it does you may be certain 
it will be satisfying and convincing that 
there is no truth in White's statements from 
beginning to end. 


Says Banks Won’t Suffer. 

“The La Salle Street National bank and 
the trust company will not be harmed by the 
accusations now being given so much pub- 
licity. Their doors will be thrown open to 
the public on May 9 as originally intended. 
Their financial stability is assured. Our of- 
ficers will be elected tomorrow morning at a 
meeting of the board of directors. The busi- 
ness in this connection is what is occupying 
me in Chicago, and I am not bothering about 
White’s charges. 

Senator Lorimer further stated that he 
would remain in Chicago until Thursday. 
when he would return to Washington. He 
had just received a telegram saying that a 
meeting of the senate committee on manu- 
factures, which is considering the pure food 
bill and the date labeling proposition, had 
been postponed. 

Senator Lorimer was invitéd to make public 
the letter from White mentioned in his 
statement of Saturday as published in Tux 
TRIBUNE of yesterday, in which he saw an 
attempt to dlackmall him out of $75,000. 

„ That letter.“ replied the senator, is in 
Washington, and until I return there I can. 
not supply the text.“

dropped on his knees in terror. He wanted 
to confess all then and there. It was with 
difficulty that he was given to understand 
that he was not too late—that he would be 
given an opportunity later. He declined to 
leave the courtroom, waiting for hours until 
his chance came. 

On the three following days twenty-four 
more men confessed to the judge. One of 
these, named Anderson, fainted and fell to 
the floor. The sums the men had received 
ranged in amount from 850 to $1,100.

While the judge was hearing confessions 
the grand jury in the same courthouse was 
busy voting indictments. The men “ higher 
up had been reached. 

The indictments included bank directors, 
politicians, and some of the men of highest 
prominence in the business world of Pitts- 
burg. The bank officials caught in the net 
represented in the aggregate $200,000,000 in 
wealth, and with them on the list were offi- 
cers of the United States Steel corporation, 
the Westinghouse company, and the Carnegie 
institute. 

As in the Illinois case, the frst confession— 
that of Klein—was traced by investigators 
before it was made public. At first only a 
few of the details could be verified. Then, as 
the investigation proceeded, there came the 
flood of corraborative evidence which Klein, 
trembling but conscience eased, declared had 
verified what he already had discovered—that 
there is no honor among thieves.

Roosevelt did not refer to this piece of 
altruism in his reply, although he compli- 
mented the Dutch on their ability to com- 
bine hard work with beauty and entertain- 
ment. He then was presented with a silver 
model of the Pugrim ship, May flower. 


His Tribute to the Dutch. 


“ Americans always are especially r e 
in Holland,” Col. Roosevelt said, by the 
way in which you, one of the hardest work- 
' ing people of all people, contrive to add beau- 
ty and enjoyment to your lives. 

We in America have in the past had to 
work so hard that we have not always been 
Able to pay as much attention as you to the 
things that tend for enjoyment, and, if one 
or other must be sacrificed, we think that 
enjgtment should be sacrificed to work, but 
more and more we are growing to realize 
that beauty and enjoyment can be combined 
with work. 3 

Americans come here to see how you are 
able to combine them.“ 

The party visited the town hall after lunch. 
The square in front of the building was 
filled with people who threw flowers as Roose- 
velt ascended the sieps. These afterward 
were rescued as scuvenirs by devotees. 

The party arrived at Amsterdam at about 
65 o'clock. One of the largest crowds that 
have greeted Roosevelt on his European trip 

avaited him in the square outside the im- 
posing Rxyks museum. Here the burgomas- 
ter and the director of the museum showed 
the party the best of Rembrandt’s works. 
For afteen minutes Roosevelt sat in silent 

contemplation before the great master’s 
Night Watch,“ his largest and most cele- 
brated work, and then for the same period 
before Rembrandt's The Masters of the 
Guild.” This half hour was the most peace- 
ful Roosevelt has spent on his trip. The 
ether occupants of the gallery sat or stood 
behind him silent or talking in whispers. 


Reinvigorated by Seeing Pictures. 

Roosevelt yesterday confessed for the first 
time to a slight feeling of fatigue, but these 
thirty minutes seated before the two grand 
masterpieces scemed to reinvigorate him and, 
with brisker step anc brighter eye, but giving 
bo expressicn to his emotions inspired by 
the two famous canvases, he rapidly re- 
viewed the rest of the museum remarking, 
as he was shown Admiral Van Tromp's por- 
trait: 

That was a fine fellow.“ 

There were 6,000 people in the square when 
Roosevelt left the museum, and the fall of a 
child nearly caused an accident. In a momen. 
thirty persons piled atop of one another, but 
nobody sustained serious injury. The party 
visited another museum and were greeted Ly

Carnegie Institute Will Receive Honor 
This Morning. | 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 1.—jSpeciali |—Presi- 
dent Taft arrived here early today and spent 
& quiet Sunday in preparation for a hard day 
tomorrow. He will attend -the Founders 
day celebration at the Carnegie institute, a 
baseball game between .Pittsburge’s cham- 
pions and the Chicago National league team, 
and a banquet of the Americus club at night. 

With the president on his arrival here this 
morning was Secretary of State Philander 
Chase Knox, whose official dignity ends upon 
his arrival within the confines of Allegheny 
county, his old home. Mayor Magee, heading 
a committee of the Americus club, met the 
president's train at Kast Liberty. After the 
greeting Mr. Taft was driven to the resi- 
dence of Mrs. T. K. Laughlin, his sister-in- 
law. 

Later in the morning President Taft at- 
tended the Unitarian church and during the 
afternoon he went for a long automobile ride 
through the city parks. 


Will Open Art Exhibit. 


The Founders day celebration at Carnegie 
institute will open at 10:30 tomorrow. Pre- 
vious to that hour Mr. Taft will open the 
fourteenth annual International Art exposi- 
tion in the institute, an exhibition of paint- 
ings that has been termed the salon of 
America. 

In the afternoon the president will attend 
the game between the Chicago and Pittsburg 
ball teams. This game was especially ar- 
ranged so the president could attend. A spe- 
cial section bas been arranged in the midet 
of the fans. 

The president today discussed the appoint- 
ment of Goy. Charles E. Hughes of New 
York, to the supreme court, and expressed 
his satisfaction and pleasure in the ac- 
ceptance of his choice. The manner in which 
his tribute to the governor was received, as 
well as his reply to criticisms of the possible 
attitude of the governor on the income tax 
amendment, and their reception by the busi- 
ness men of Buffalo last night was a source of 
gratification. 


Taft Praise to Hughes. 


Owing to the lateness of the hour the pres- 
ident’s remarks were not reported in full, but 
he said: 

As I look upon this Mew York audience 
I feeel like uttering an,apology on the one 
hand and felicitating self and the coun- 
try on the other that we have taken from 
you a governor—and a great governor-—to 
make a great justice of the Supreme court. 
I know that in your afixiety for the promotion 
of political morality and the higher ideals 
of government you resent the fact that we 
have been able to secure him for the nation; 
but I beg of you to remember that you are 
only one state and that there perhaps will 
be other effective men in the state of New 
York whose ideals will be framed after his, 
but that, in my view, more important than 
the politics of a particular state is the pres- 
ervation of that greatest human tribunal— 
the Supreme court of the United States. 

In accepting. Gov. Hughes has acted only 
from the highest sense of duty, and he has 
consecrated himself to the most important 
public service at the greatest pecuniary sac- 


rifice.

am delighted to be the ans of bring- 
ing to that court such a man- able lawyer, 
a jurist, a statesman, an administrator, a 
man of affairs. His going upon the bench 
strengthens the court both in judicial ability 
and quality and in public confidence.

It seems reasonable to expect, therefore, 
that when he returns home he will devote 
himself as in the past to bringing this lesson 
home to the people in order that the greatness 
and prosperity of the nation may not be 
checked. 

The colone} will do this without any refer- 
ence to the possible effect upon himself polit- 
ically. This phase of the matter does aot 
enter his mind in any way. As I have said, 
it is his earnest wish not to be a candidate 
for the nomination in 1912. and at the proper 
time he himself will make this clear. 


BOSTON ARCHBISHOP SCORES 
ROOSEVELT AND O’LAUGHLIN. 


Action of Ex-President in Rome Called 
Insulting and Violation of Square 
Deal Principle. 


Lowell, Mass., May 1.—Theodore Roose- 
velt's action in not meeting Pope Pius X. was 
called insulting and a violation of Roose- 
velt’s principle of a square deal by the 
Most Rev. William H. O’Connell, archbishop 
of Boston, at a public meeting of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Catholic Societies of the 
Boston diocese today. John Callan O'Laugh- 
lin, former assistant secretary of state, who 
conducted the negotjations between Mr, 
Roosevelt and the vatican, was castigated by 
the archbishop. 

The cardinal secretary of state, Merry del 
Val,” said the archbishop, when he was 
asked for an audience for Mr. Roosevelt, 
said: 

We are happy to receive him. The holy 
father would be happy to receive him. be- 
cause he has been the head of a great nation, 
and for whom the holy father has every 
respect.’ 

“*When you communicate that to him. 
please say we hope nothing will interfere 
with this desire on behalf of the holy father 
and Mr. Roosevelt of seeing each other, as 
for instance, this incident which happened 
about the Methodist college to Mr. Fair- 
banks.” 

“The answer was: ‘O, well, I cannot 
enter into any conditions. The audience is 
now off, That is insulting. Mr. Roosevelt, 
when you were present in the White House, 
did you stand at the door welcoming into 
your parlor and your dining room the riff- 
raff of the street who hurl stones at your 
head and insult your family? Would you do 
that? These are the conditions, Mr. Roose- 
velt. You were not strictly loyal, even to 
your own principles, Mr. Roosevelt; you, who 
talk so much about the square deal. 

In the case of John Callan O’Laughlin— 
who is he? He says he is a Catholic, and he 
boasts of it, and in the same breath he cables 
all over the world that the head of his church 
is wrong and Mr. Roosevelt is the greatest 
thing in creation. That is the sort of a Cath- 
olic we are ashamed of. He will live to see 
the day he will regret these words.“

T. P. Daniels Admits Fraud: on 
Bond at Pittsburg; Missing. 


PRETTY JAP GIRL IN CASE. 


$500,000 Swindle Charged to Son of 
New York Jurist. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 1.—[Special.]—IJn the 
raid on the Bankers’ Bond company” of 
this city the federal authorities ‘caught one 
of the smoothest kid love, silk stockirg 
crooks in the country. He ts Thomas P. 
Daniela, son of the late Supreme Court 
Justice Charles Daniels of New York. 

He has operated his swindling schemes in 
New York, Milwaukee, Cleveland, and Pitts- 
burg. His last group of victims numbers 
séventy-one, but he is said to have others 
all over the country. He is declared to have 
mulcted the unwary of about 6300000 in the 
last ten years. 

Arrested last December after the raid on 
the handsome offices of the Bankers’ Bond 
company.“ where his force of assistants was 
found to be four giris, the oldest 18, Daniels 
at first assumed righteous indignation. The 
charge was using the mails tor purposes of 
obtaining money by fraud. 

He had plenty of money and engaged for- 
mer United States District Attorney Dunkie 
as counsel. Rut when his New York record 
with its rogue’s gallery picture was for- 
warded here and his conviction of a similar 
offense at Milwaukee discovered, Daniels 
admitted his guilt. He pleaded guilty in the 
federal court last Friday and was remanded 
until tomorrow for sentence. 


His bail bond, whieh was only $1,500, was | 


continued, and at a late hour tonight Dan- 
lels had not reappeared in Pittsburg. The 
maximum penalty for his offense is nineteen 
months’ imprisonment and a fine of $500. 

The postal authorities fought hard to have 
his bail bond made heavier. 

Daniels is known to have had $30,000 in 
his possession when he left Pittsburg after 
pleading guilty last Friday. 

Daniels is 55 years old. He lived luxurious 
ly in a suite of five rooms at a hotel and 
also had an apartment with oriental furnish- 
ings in Armour avenue. In the latter a 
dainty little Japanese woman, Kiki Tujiwara, 
has been found. Friends of. Daniels say 
his infatuation for her approached madness. 
He took her to restaurants, theaters. and on 
motor trips. The tall, white haired, finely 
dressed American and the daintily gowhed 
and beautiful oriental woman attracted great 
attention.

Alexis. became a soldier at the age of 19 
and served as an aid de camp to President 
Pierret, another erratic ruler of unfortunate 
Hayti. He married the president's daughter 
and rose to the position of governor of La 
Piaine du Nord. Nord Alexis soon became

involved in intrigues, and in 1865, when Sal- 
vane started an uprising against President 
Geffrard, he had Alexis as an ally. 

Satvane and Alexis lost and went to live in 
Santo Domingo. They came back in 1800. 
and Salvane had himself prociaimed presi- 
dent. He was promptly overthrown and 
shot. Alexis was made minister of war in 
the provisional government. Five years later 
Alexis was exiled by one president. He re- 
turned within a year, only to be exiled by 
another. In 1879 he came back. 

In 1888 Alexis gained a victory over his op- 
ponents. For fourteen years he served as 
governor of the north and northwest par- 
ishes, and in December, O2, became presi- 
dent. In December, 1008, he was defeated 
and exiled.

music hall. She was only one of a few hun- 
dred “ serio-comice”’ till that night. The 
next day Londoners going sedately to busi- 


ness in the city hummed and whistled the 


chorus of @ song the popularity of which has 
never been touched, much exceeded. 

Lettie Collins, who had sung it in a new 
dress, with her anxiety showing as she 
began, found herself receiving $100 a week 
from each of the four music balls at which 
she acted nightly, an astounding sum. 

Then precedent went by the board and the 
Gaiety theater in London engaged her to 
appear there as well as at the music halls. 
She made about $600 a week for month after 
month. Every music hall in London gave 
imitations, but none of them compared with 
Miss Collins. 

‘‘Ta-ra-ra Boom-de-Aye” was a topical 
song of the sort in which the English delight. 
Lottie Collins sauntered through the stanzas 
in an effective talky way and burst into 
the chorus in full swing. When she said 
“boom” it was a veritable boom, and the 
‘‘a-a-aye” was a shout that put the house 
in echoing uproar, While the audience 
yelled the chorus, Lottie Collins was ex- 
ecuting a tumultuous dance filled with 
striking poses. 

Singer Comes to America. 

That was in 1892. In a few months it was 
unsafe for a person to whistle the song on the 
streets. Charles Frohman engaged the 
actress to come to America at a sum which 
was placed all the way from $800 a week to 
$1,200. This was an extraordinary sum to 
pay eighteen years ago for one song lasting 
less than twenty minutes. 

The lightning-like, topnotching kick and the 
mad whirl around a forty foot circle on the 
stage, as executed by Miss Collins, captivated 
New York. Mise Collins, who was then Mrs. 
Samuel P. Cooney in private life with three 
little girls of her own, toured America, 
making, she said afterward, about $25,000 in 
all. 

Her famous song was traced, at the height 
of its popularity, back to the troubadours by 
industrious antiquarians, but as a matter of 
fact’ it was written by Henry J. Sayers in 
1891. Introduced in a musical show, “4: Tux- 
edo,” it was encored in New York, but made 
no hit. Some one mailed a copy of ft to 
Lottie Collins. She looked it over and de- 
cided to use it and evolved her own dance 
and frills.

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New York, May 1.—John Quincy Adam: 
Ward, one of America’s greatest sculptors, 
died this morning at his home, He was 80 
years old. He had been ill for three months. 
He is survived by his widow, who was at the 
bedside, and by a brother, Edgar Melville 
Ward. a painter, who was in Chicago at the 
time of the sculptes’s death. Funeral serv- 
ices will be held Tuesday morning, and the 
body will be sent to Urbana, O., where he was 
born, for interment. 

Mr. Ward spent practically his entire life 
in New Tork City, having come from Ohio 
in his youth. His first teacher in the art of 
sculpture was Henry K. Brown, with whom 
he collaborated on the famous equestrian 
statue of Washington in Union square. 

Among his other well known works are 
equestrian statues of Sheridan and Han- 
cock in Philadelphia, and in New York City 
the statues of the “ Indian Hunter,“ the 
Pilgrim,“ Shakespeare, all in Central park; 
Henry Ward Beecher in Borough Hall park, 
Brooklyn; also statues of Commodore Perry 
at Newport, R. I., and Israel Putnam at 
Hartford, Conn. 

Daniel C. French, a pupil of Mr. Ward, in 
paying a tribute to his genius tonight re- 
called how Edwin Booth, the great tragedian, 
posed for the Shakspeare statue in Centra! 
park and gave helpful suggestion for the ar- 
ranging of the folds of the cloak. ‘* But his 
greatest work,“ said Mr. French, a work 
which St. Gaudens pronounced the finest 
equestrian statue in the world — is the 
statue of Gen. Thomas in Washington. There 
the horse is a real horse in every detail.

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Sicilian Guide Sees 
Slayer at Every Turn.

RAPANI, SICILY, Feb. 15.—Trapani is the 
chief city of the province of the same 
name, the smallest in area in Sicily. Néxt 
to Caltanisetta, it contains the fewest in- 
habitants. In density of population it is 

only exceeded by the province of Palermo. 

To date, its emigration to the United States 
has been less than that of any province except 
Syracuse. This is due to the fact that it was 
about the last province to be exploited by 
steamship agents. In eight years mere than 
36,000 emigrated to the United States. Emigra- 
tion has not increased so rapidly as in other 
provinces because it is a comparatively prosper- 
ous province. 

‘I ‘have chosen two towns for examination, 
Trapani and Castelvetrano. Both towns are ex- 
ceeded in the size of their emigration, but these 
two well represent extremes of social life in tke 
province. It embarrasses me to have to confess 
that I can no longer travel as a stockholder ir 
a steamship company, journeying for pleasure. 

My courteous and obliging traveling compan- 
fon of last week through the wilds of central 
Sicily to the suspicious coast towns of Vittoria, 
Terranova, and Licata, professes to think that 
in my company his life is in danger. One never 
éan be certain whether a Sicilian is telling the 
truth or not, even though be may have spent 
meny years in CincinnatlL . 


Weird Story of the Guide. 

On his return to Palermo, he related to his 
superior officer, an Englishmen to whom I am 
greatly indebted, the following story: In all 
three towns we visited and even when travel- 
ing on the railroad: we were looked upon with 
suspicion. His bandit agents never believed 
Mm wher he insisted that I was part of the 
company.

Beyond the low plain, in higher country, gar- 
dens give way to small fields or farms of from 
five to ten acres. Temporary shelters, generally 
of stone, are in the fields, pften watch towers, 
from which farmers guard their crops. Twelve 
miles. from Palermo we strike the seacoast, 
along Which we continue to Castellamare for 
twenty-three miles. Back from the sea is a 
wide, open, rolling ‘country, in wheat. Neither 
house nor tree is in sight, only the shelters for 
the laborers. The upper siopes of the hills 
which shut in the plateau are covered with 
snow, which has fallen during the last week. 

The ride along the beautiful bay of Castella- 
mare, with a turbulent sea on one hand and 
sand dunes and dwarfed pines on the other, is 
typical of much of Sicily’s seacoast. 

At Castellamare we enter the province of 
Trapani. We now turn south and traverse the 
province to the south coast. The island here is 
about thirty miles wide. We go through several 
tunnels and for twenty miles are in a broken 
country, poor land, and ‘scattered towns on spurs 
of mountains. At Castelvetrano we look over a 
highly cultivated plateau, sloping down to the 
seal Beyond we turn sharply to the west to the 
Important town of Mazzara. We now follow the 
coast to the northwest. The hills are far back 
from the coast and we traverse low moors 


Old Town of Carthagenians. 


Next comes Marsala, the westernmost town of 
the island and renowned for its ady white 
wine. Vineyards are humerous arid the soil 
seems rich like that of the plain of Palermo. 
Ancient’ Marsala was the chief stronghold of 
the Carthagenians. It sustained a mémorable 
siege by the Romant and it was from here that 
the Romans sent 2xpéditions to Africa. Don 
Tuan of Austria started out from here on some 
of his expedition. 

From Marsala to Trapani we continue along 
the coast, the direction being slightly east of 
north. The only interest of this section is the 
great highlands near the coast and extensive 
salt works through which” we pass. Probably 
through an oversight, salt is mot a monopoly in 
Sicily and enormous quantities are produced on 
this coast. About 200,000 tons are exported 
each year, much of it to the United States. The 
pans are pumped full of séa water, which is al- 
lowed to evaporate during the summer. The 
salt is collected in piles of 300 tons, which are 
protected. from the weather in winter, by care- 


fully laid roofs of tile. We pass many wind- 
mills used for grinding the salt. : a 
Every town through which we have passed 


or which we have seen from the car window 


today in this ride of 120 miles, sends a steady 


stream of emigrants to the United States. The 
size of the stream depends largely on the size 
of the town. It also depends on the activity. of 
In one year, Castellamare 
sent to America 1,200; Mazzara, 1,300 Marsala, 
1,800. Even Trapani, the ¢apital, a thriving and 
prosperous town of 37,000 inhabitants, senf 750.

In the harbor are two small coasting 
steamers, half a dozen schooners, and many 
small fishing boats. Twenty such boats are in 
process of construction. 


People Well Dressed. 


The people one meets in the streets are well 
dressed and on the average of pleasing appear- 
ance. Curly hair and a dark complexion, found 
perhaps ir 20 per cent, tells of strains of, Afri- 
can blood. At the station I saw two barefooted 
boys and some rags, things not found often in 
Sicily. 

Back of the town is a 2,400 foot peak, the re- 
nowned Eryx of the ancients. Here once stood 
a temple of Astarte, believed by the Greeks to 
have been founded by Hercules. Others believed 
it had been founded by Daedalus and the town 
Which grew up around it by a son of Venus. 
The Romans considered Aeneas the founder of 
Eryx and enriched it with the revenue of 
seventeen towns. All day long the mount has 
beckoned me, but its steep top has been bathed 
in mists. 

There are about 3,000 Trapanians in the 
United States. New York is their favorite lodg- 
ing place, though many go to New Haven. For- 
merly many went to New Orleans, but apparent- 
ly an agricultural life appeals less and less to 
Sicilians. At home they were day laborers and 
fishermen. Not one was a landowner. They go 
to get money to buy land. After they have 
bought it they rarely cultivate it. They return 
to. the United States, but they have the satis- 
faction of saying that they own land. More- 
over, they are afraid to invest their money in 
the United States. 

Children bern in the United States are rarely 
content to remain with their parents who return 
to Trapani. They are eager to go back, al- 
though they must seek foster parents. They 
borrow money from their friends or pawn their 
scant personal belongings to get money to pay 
for their passage.

Although according to Sicilian 
standards the town is prosperous, it has no in- 
dustry, no smokestacks, and little real activity.

The father 
goes into debt and must struggle for years to 
pay a bill for which he received no real value.

THE WIRELESS BOYS. 

The fearless boys who argued before the 
British general in defense of their right 
te play on Boston common have their 
counterpart in the boys whe went before 
‘Senator Depew's committee against a bill 
which would keep them from playing or 
working at wireless telegraphy. That dis- 
covery bas led to strife between boys and 
adults, amateurs and professionals, civil- 
igans and army and navy men. The youth 
of America along the seaboard have taken 
up the new art with ardor. Outfits are 
cheap, and an incessant exchange of 
messages s kept up. The commercial 
companies complain that the restless

activity of the amateurs ipterferes with | 


their work. Army and navy officers say 
the same thing. The mildest complaint is 
that the boyish messages which collide in 


the trackless Leldg of the air. with those of | 


the professionals are frivolous. The most 
serious accusation.is that on one occasion 
a false report was sent out of a ship in 
distress off Cape Cod which led to the 
sending of revenue cutters on a bootiess 
errand. 

Bills have been introduced in congress 
for the regulation of wireless telegraphy 
and telephony. The boy operators, of 
whom there are over 25,000, say this legis- 
lation would be an outrage. They say they 
are the progressives and the other fellows 
the Bourbons. They say most of the prog- 
ress made in wireless telegraphy of recent 
years is due to the amateurs. The boys, 
being patriots, do rot wish to interfere 
with government messages, They suggest 
that it establish a standard wave length 
of its own and promise not to meddle with 
it. As for the commercial wireless sta- 
tions, it is alleged that many of them 
have been established in the interest of 
stock jobbers. The pertinent question is 
asked whether the inventive spirit of 
American youth is to be crushed out to 
foster stock jobbing. 

We do not wish to do that. The boys 
should be given a square den Let them 
alone, or subject them only to mild and 
reasonable regulation and there will be no 
lack of competent wireless operators. Who 
knows but that some of them may t rn 
out te be greater Edisons and Marconis.

CHAPTER II. 

Pittsburg, Pa., March 20.—Tbat former 
Councilman Joha F. Klein, by his con- 
fession of the whole councilmanic bribery 
plot which has been simmering since 
June, 1908, bes caused many uneasy mo- 
ments to present and former officeholders 
was apparent today about the city hall 
and the Fort Pitt hotel, where detectives, 
the Voters’ league officials, and the assist- 
ant district attorney ate said to have 
suites of rooms in which they have been 
quizzing men said te know of the graft 
plot. In the meantime councilmen have 
been seen entering the rooms where the 
assistant district attorney and a staff of 
stenographers are said to be. Whether 
these men have made any confession or 
statements is not given out. It is planned, 
according te reports, to have those me: 
named by Klein appear before the grand 
jury tomorrow. 


CHAPTER III. 

Pittsburg, Pa., March 21.—([ Special, ]— 
Forty present and former members of the 
select and common council were indicted 
tonight on charges of bribery. 

Ten more are under suspended sen- 
tences and held in $500 bonds upon their 
confession of sharing in a poo! of $102,000 
to inflnence the votes of the municipal 
bodies. 

The above action is the result of the 
first day’s work of the grand jury, fol- 
lowing the confession of Capt. John Klein, 
former member of councils, who, as the 
chief disbursing officer of the fund, char- 
acterized himself chancellor of the ex- 
chequer.“ 

All day long Judge R. S. Frazer sat as 
a committing magistrate in the Criminal 
courtroom, and his desk became “a throne 
of grace’ to the many councilmen under 
suspicion, who swarmed before the judge 
to be washed of their sins.” 

On one floor of the court building the 
grand jury would hear the conscience 
stricken councilmen, who then would go 
before Judge Frazer and take the im- 
munity bath offered last week by the dis- 
trict attorney. 

While these proceedings were going on 
the corridors of the courthouse were 
thronged, and as each councilman ap- 
peared there was a clamor of When are 
they going to get the big ones?’ 

Up te adjournment at 5 o'clock ten had 
confessed their guilt. In most instances 
the amount of money they confessed to 
accepting as a bribe was not over $100. 
One man got $500 and another $200, 
while others got $81.10. 


CHAPTER IV. 

Pittsburg, Pa., March 22.—Nine more 
former members of councils appeared be- 
fore the district attorney today and con- 
fessed to accepting money for their votes 
while members of the municipal bodies. 
They then were taken before Judge R. 
S. Frazer, where they received their im- 
munity baths in the way of suspended 
sentence. All the nine men who con- 
fessed today will appear before the grand 
jury to tell their stories. District Attor 
ney Blakely will, as soon as the bribe- 
takers have been rounded up, go after the 
bribegivers, who are said to be bank offi- 
cials of institutions the names of which 
never have been breathed in connection | 
with the graft inquiry of the last two 
years. 

With all that has been disclosed in this 
22 municipal graft conspiracy, there

through a severe examination, and ar- 


rests are predicted of a number of others 
known te be jury fixers. 


CHAPTER VI. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Merch 25.—[ Special.] 
The grand jury fevestigating the graft 
eases today ordered the indictment +f 
three more past and present councilmen 
for accepting bribes, bringing the total 
number to thirty-one, The presentments 
also ordered the directors of the city de- 
positories to investigate their own boards 
to uncover bribers and make a full report 
to the court on Monday. 

The only comment the district attorney 
would make upon the developments of the 
day was: We expect pleas at any mo- 


ment, and we may have to use ‘rain 


checks’ because of the rush.” 


CHAPTER VII. 

Pitteburg, Pa., Maren N. — While offi- 
cials will say nothing, further confessions 
of those involved in the bank scandals are 
expected this week. In the meanwhile 
public indignation is growing and punish- 
ment of all concerned, especially “ the 
men higher up,” is demanded. 

In several hundred churches today the 
pastors read a circular letter issued by a 
civic committee urging the members of 
every congregation to attend a huge mass- 
meeting to be held this week. The ser- 
mons were designed to arouse public con- 
déemnation of such practices as have been 
revealed. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

Pittsburg, Pa., April 1.—-The indigna- 
tion of 4,000 citizens, and of many women 
who wish to be, over the political corrup- 
tion being unearthed by the grand jury, 
and denunciation ef civie vice generally, 
was vehemently expressed tonight at a 
massmeeting in Exposition hall.

Pittsburg, Pa., April 6—The ciimax 
promised in the Pitteburg graft exposure 
came today with the presentment by the 
grand jury of a report in which Is recom- 
mended the indictment of Frank N. Hot 
stot, president of the Pressed Steel Car 
company. Simultaneously with the pre- 
sentment in open court came a plea of 
mil Winter, president of the Working- 
man’s Savings and Trust company, that 
he had no defense to make to the charge 
that he gave a $20,000 bribe to former 
Councilman Morris Winstein.

could stand, and accordingly he issued orders | 
for the prosecution of Bjornson on a charge 


of lese majesty.

Rather than face the penalties provided by 
statute for an offense of this kind, the irasci- 
ble playwright preferred to seek refuge 
abroad and gave vent to his feelings by be- 
coming the editor and isher of a Nor- 
wegian paper published at St. Petersburg 
calling for the emancipation of Norway 
from the thraldom of the King of Sweden and 
for the establishment of a republic at Stock- 
holm, 

In time he became aware that the paper 
was tolerated and encouraged at St. Peters- 
burg solely on the understanding that any 
republic established in Norway should be 
under Muscovite sugerainty. This cooled 
his ardor. The paper died a natural death, 
and King Oscar, who was a kind hearted man 
and who realized that Biornson was one of 
the literary glories of his double kingdom, 
caused all charges against him to be with- 
drawn so as to enable him to return to Nor- 
way. 

Shortly efterwards Oscar, on one of his 
periodical visits to Christiania, was sere- 
naded by the leading choral society of the 
city, a society exclusively masculine, and 
in which not only students but the most noted 
business men and the local authorities were 
represented, It was a beautiful night. The 
square in front of the palace was densely 
packed, while the king, the most majestic 
monarch of his time, stood bareheaded on 
the baicony Tatening to the singing. 

At the te tion of the second song the 
king, raising, his voice, called for one of 
Bjornson's most beautiful and most popular 
songs, the rendering of which aroused in- 
describable enthusiasm, the whole crowd 
joining in, as did the king in certain portions 
of the singing, while at the close Oscar re- 
ceived the greatest demonstration that ever 
fell to his share at Chrigtiania during his 
long reign over Norway. 

On the following morning he sent to Bjorn- 
son the grand cross of the highly prised 
Norwegian Order of St. Olaf, with a flatter- 
ing letter calculated to efface the remem- 
brance of all past differences. It wasa far 
more sensible manner of granting satisfac. 
tion than that originally demanded by the 
poet of his sovereign. 

— 

Miss Flora Sackville-West, who has just 
made her debut as a dancer on the stage at 
Paris, and who is seeking engagements in 
London and on this side of the Atlantic ina 
professional capacity, declaring she is re- 
duced to this in order to earn the money that 
she and her brother Henry have spent in the 
latter's attempts to establish his legitimacy 
and his right to the peerage and rich estates 
of his father, the late Lord Sackville, is the 
divorced wife of M. Salanson, formerly of 
the French diplomatic service, but now a 
journalist in Paris. 

Salanson was attached to the French em- 
bassy at Washington when he became en- 
gaged to Miss Flora West. Lord Sackville, 
with a complete disregard of official pro- 
prieties and social usages, had brought his 
Megitimate daughters, born to him by the 
Spanish dancer, Pepita Duran. to live with 
him at the British legation at Washington, 

The marriage of Salanson. took. place at 
Paris after the return of Lord Sackville to 
Kurope. The turned out unhappily. 
Salanson had been sent shortly after the 
wedding to At. Petersburg.’, But lite at the 
French embassy there proved so expensive 
that the young couple, who were extraya- 
gant, became involved in financial! 
ficulties. 

They appealed to Lord Sackville, who wag 
wealthy, for assistance. He refused their de- 
mands, and Salanson, with the idea of ter 
rorizing hie father-in-law into compliance, 
threatened him with the public revelation 
of the scandal in connection with the birth 
of his children. 

With this object in view, he summoned his 
brother-in-law, Henry Sackville-West, from 
South Africa and impressed upon bim that 
there were serious Goubts ag to his iljegi(. 
imacy, and thet there was anyhow enough 

on which to base a case for his recognition 
as the next heir to his father’s peerage and 
estates. Henry, in obedience to these argu- 
ments of the Salansons. visited his father 
at Knole, in Kent, insisting upon recognition. 
When this was denied he inaugurated war 
upon the old gentleman. 


— 

Mme. Salanson provided funds for the 
initial legal expenses, pawning her jeweis 
as well 4s all the wedding presents she had 
received from Washington friends. 

The financial difficulties in which the Salan- 
sons had become involved at St. Petersburg 
had resulted in his retirement from the 
diplomatic service, and when, after the 
failure of the initial steps of the lawsuit 
against the late Lord Sackville, the couple 
found themselves without resources, they 
parted company and eventually were di- 
vorced, each bringing charges, Salanson ob. 
jecting to his wife's friendship for the son of 
a French statesman. According to French 
divorce law, Mme. Salanson was deprived of 
the further use of her ex-husband's name and 
has therefore become “Miss Flora Sack. 
ville-West.’’ 

She came into prominence as thé only one 
of the sisters of Henry Sackville-West who 
sided with him in his unsuccessful lawsuit 
to establish his right to the title and fortune 
of his father, which have gone to his cousin, 
the late lord’s nephew, who married Flora’s 
sister, Victoria.

Colored Champion Approves His 
Quarters at Seal Rock. 


WILL START WORK IN WEEK. 


Sparring Exhibitions Before Paying 
Spectators Part of Plan. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 1.—Jack Johnson, 
heavyweight champion, is installed in his 
training quarters at the Seal Rock house on 
the beach, where he will prepare for his fight 
with Jeffries at Emeryville on July 4. Prac- 


tically all the training apparatus ie in place, and 
Johnson will devote his time for the first few 
days to light preliminary training. 

Johnson weighs 228 pounds and seems to be 
larger and stronger than ever before. Experi- 
enced ring men who have seen the big negro 
believe he will have little difficulty in bringing 
himself to the best possible physical condition. 
When the champion begins training he will take 
to the road for eight or ten miles each day, will 
do light work in the gymnasium, and spend his 
spare time in short walks and beach rides in the 
inevitable automobile. 

In a week Jack will begin his dally sparring 
routine and gradually will increase his activities 
until he has reached fifteen rounds daily. On four 
days out of each week Johnson wil) box in his 
gymnasium. The ring will be arranged on the 
stage at one end and the detender of the title 
will give exhibition sparring matches with admie- 
sion charged.

At first these people settled in what is 
called the hill country, but gradually they 
drifted to poitus nearer the city. They de- 
woted their attention to truck farming and 
found conditions far more favorable than in 
the old country. 
Belgians Control 20,000 Acres. 

Today there are 20,000 acres devoted to 
diversified farming in Rapides parish. within 
@ radius of fifteen miles of Alexandria, 
that are controlled by Belgians. It is said 
every one of these farmers has a bank ac- 
count and their credit is so good: At their 
notes invariably are accepted as high class 
@ecurity. One of these farmers said he had 
made an average of $7,000 a year on forty- 
two acres, and that after paying all ex- 
penses had put $5.000 in the bank every year. 
This was done on land for which an annual 
rental fee of $9 an acre was paid. 

Most of the Belgians gain their start by 
“penting land and later purchase places of 
their own with fhe profits. Years ago some 
of these men acquired land at $25 an acre 
that was sold later for $0. This was on 
account of the growth of the town and be- 
cause the farm iand was needed for city

ductive and are susceptible of a high state of 


cultivation. The soil is a light sandy loam, ’ 


with a clay subsoil. The ground is covered 
with @ native grass that makes fine pastur- 
age for sheep and cattle nine months out of 


every year. Enormous amounts of land of 


this description are available for coloniza- 
tion purposes. The farms could be placed 
under cultivation at small cost. These lands 
have been denuded of their merchantable 
timber by the large s@wmills. The ground is

Grapes Make Good Crop.

Flowers grow abundantly near all the homes 
and there is a general appearance of con- 
tent and prosperity. 


Potato Growing on Increase. 

Ten years ago balf a dozen cars would 
have held all the potatoes shipped out of 
Alexandria during the season, Ae near as 
it is possibie to form an estimate at present, 


1,000 cars of potatoes will pass through this’ 


market before the end of the present sea- 
son. This is only one indication of the great 
change that is going on all through this 
section. The potatoes are harvested de- 
tween: May 1 and May 20, and after that 
the same land is used for corn. When the 
corn is out of the way another crop of fal) 
potatoes can be grown, ora quickly maturing 
crop, such as peanuts in this way the 
ground is used three times through the long 
growing season and the returns are heavy 
where there d intelligent cultivation. , 

According to the census of 1000, Alexandria 
had 5.200 inhabitants. The last oem di- 
rectory, issued in 1908, showed a population 
of 16,280 and the growth is going on now 
even more rapidly than during the perioé 
mentioned. The city is enterprising and 
has become an important railroad center 
It now has seven railroads and another one 
is being built. 


Revolution in Farm Methods. 

The farmers of this section declare they 
were among the first tillers of the soll in 
the state to recognize the necessity for 
diversification of crops. There has beén 2 
great change since the days of the big 
planters and it is held that the establish- 
ment of banks, as well as the decadence 
of the old system of marketing produce 
through commission merchants, played the 
most important part in bringing about the 
peaceful revolution 

The city of Alexandria has excellent 
schools, It owns its own electric light and 
water plants and has a thorough system 
of sewerage. It claims more miles of paved 
streets than any other city of equal size 
in the south. The climiate never is extreme 
although the summers are warm.

Specifically he is accused of get- 
ting $360 illegally by substituting 100 tons of 
Indiana screenings for Youghiogheny nut and 
screenings called for in the contract. 

According to the prosecution, the coal 
which was furnished was Linton screenings 
shipped from Pierson, Ind., alleged to have 
cost only 20 cents a ton at the mine, The 
Fire Appliance company was the lowest 
bidder on the contract at a price of $3.50 a 
ton.

Prof. George Burman Foster, in Third 
Unitarian church, preached about “ Strong 
Souls.” He said: 

“A strong society is possible only where 
individuals are strong. Strong men in heart 
and character must become centers around 
which others gather, centers of .strength 
around which the weaker can assemble. 
Strength is collectedness, inner keying to- 
gether, concentration. If we would become 
strong souls we must release ourselves from 
the mass, the mass thinking, the mass 
feeling. We must become single, solitary, 
alone. 

„Ot course I do not mean outer solitude, 
highly as I value this. I mean spiritual soll- 
tude. Our whole culture must so change 
that it can bring man back to himself again. 
Mass existence must be resolutely fought as 
the downfall of humanity. We must awaken 

personal life in the youth, a life of his own. 
We must isolate our own selves more, read 
less and think more, live our own life with 
all our soul, hold fast to our own decisive 
revelations. In this sense our generation, if 
it will be sound, must be alone to seek and 


save its soul.”
